Church beginnig as far back as 
the pioneer days of Bishops H. M, 
Turner and’t. S. Smith,” Dr. Ber- 
ry. continued, “The Church has 
been allowed entrance into that 


and scrutinizing scale. i 
“Beginning with the adminis- 
tration of Bishop L. J. Coppin, 
who was. appointed by the Church 
to preside, over the A.M.E, work 
in South Africa in 1900, the bar- 
riers of mistrust as to American 
Negroes entering South Africa, 


were broken. down. From that dayer 


until now, the “African Methodist 
Episcopal- Church and other. Am- 
erican Religious’ organizations 
have experieficed very little dif- 
ficulty in`eáfrying on their work 
in..South Africa.’ : 

Commenting further. on: the 
work of other social and religious 
Leaders in South Africa, Dr. Ber- 
ry said, “The Hon. Max Yeargen, 
the dynamic and racial leader, 
spent quite a period in South Af- 
rica and as we are informed, had 
no more difficulty in -South Af- 
rica than he would have in any 
other Country where competition 
appears from a point of intellect- 
uality, culture and leadership. 

“In America today,” he +said, 
“We have the following Bishops 
of the Church who served at dif- 
ferent periods’ in South’ Africa 
most successfully, and enjoyed the 
confidence: and -respect of- the 
South African Government:’ Bis- 
hops W. T. Vernon, J. A. Gregg; 
G: B. Young, D, H. Sims and R.

Dr. Berry: pointed out that the

Those 
who would essay ‘to know ‘much 
about the missionary activities- of 
the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church would do well to consult 
its General Secretary, who is ‘in

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Unless 
the President is ready to under- 
take a drastic revision of execu- 
tive order 8802 providing positive 
sanctions covering every field to 
which the Fair Employment Prac- 
tice Committee has been assigned, 
no tampering with the Commit- 
tee's hearings or with any other of 
its proceedures should even be 
considered, the N.A.A.C.P. declar-. 
ed this week in a memorandum to 
the president of the United States 
and to the TEPC. The memor- 
andum- which'stated that the recent 
arbitrary action of War Manpower 
Commissioner McNutt called for 
more than condemnation sup- 
plemented the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People’s protests against 
| the postponement of railroad dis- 
j crimination hearings scheduled 
for January 25th. 

The N.A.A.C-P. ` recommended 
that the only other effective 
alternate to public hearings would 
be the increasing of the commit- 
tee’s authority by permitting it to 
require all holders of government 
contracts to execute an oath that 
the employer has not. been guilty 
of any discriminatory employment 
practices. A false statement would 
subject the affiant to prosecution. 
Tt Would also be important that the 
president require that war con- 
tracts provide money penalties. for 
proven acts of discrimination 

In regard} to. labor organizations, 
the NAA suggested that the 
President. might order the War 
Labor Board or the National La- 
bor Relations Board or any. other 
appropriate agency before which 
labor intervene’ in their proceed- 
ings involving labor organizations 
guilty of proven acts of discrimin- 
ation. 

The NAACP stated that Mc- 
Nutt’s action necessitated an ap- 
praisal of the fundamental atti- 
tude of the administration to the 
problem involved, an analysis of 
executive order 8802 and re-ex- 
amination of the techniques em- 
ployed by the FEPC. The memor- 
andum pointed out that although'it 
was anticipated that the Commit- 
tee would have independent status 
the President placed it in the office 
of Production Management and 
subsequently ‘shifted it from one 
agency to another. 

The NAACP said that although 
the committee members are/presi- 
dential appointees, there has nev- 
er been a direct relationship be- 
‘tween the Committee as:a whole 
and the Executive Office of the 
President. The practice has been

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Judge Hastie’ s Resignation 


With Judge’ Wiliam Hastie’s resignation’ as special 
. assistant to the Secretary of War a good and able citizen 
of color is lost to the cause of fairplay in this branch of 
the public service. Since he resigned his federal judgeship 
and assumed his duties in the War Department, Judge 
Hastie has done yeoman service—often performing the 
most thankless tasks: criticized, on the one hand, by citi- 
‘gens of color who wanted more democracy in our war 
effort, and hampered, on the other hand, by die-hard 
brasshats who wanted less for colored men and women, 

That he was able to accomplish what he did is suffi- 
cient testimony to his hard work and skill. He succeeded 
in getting the War Department to hire many colored 
citizens for white jobs (4,000 were taken on in six months 
last year); in forming a colored tank battalion; and in 
eliminating segregation at officers’ training schools. - And 
such services as he recently rendered in abolishing segre: 
gation in the Dependency Bureau located in the Newark’s 
Prudntial building’ have been performed in many places. 

He was unable to persuade the Army to expand avia- 
tion opportunities for colored pilots (why doésn’t the 
Army want colored pilots, we wonder?); nor was he able 
to have the War Department issue a pamphlet instructing 
the ‘troops on the proper conduct and attitudes toward the 
English, the North Africans, Australians and others, 

We do not know whether Judge Hastie’s leaving the 
War. Department. will hurt the colored. citizen’s chances in 
the armed services or not. His resignation certainlysamust 
be viewed asa ‘protest against stupidity and 
this major wat-making..branch of a nation 
freedom—the Four Freedomé, no less! :
